POOLS SEEK WHEAT 
BOARD WITH SELLING 
OFFICES OVERSEAS 


(Special Correspondence) 


Mr. Robinson urged reorganization 
of the pools as co-operative elevator 


companies and establishment of a 
federal department to foster wheat 
sales in foreign countries, He sug- 


gested a government guaranteed 
minimum wheat price which, he con- 
tended, could be paid through present 
facilities. He had no objections to 
voluntary boards or pools and thought 
government supervision of the Win- 
nipeg Grain’ Exchange should be 
undertaken to prevent unwarranted 
speculation and possible price mani- 
pulation, 

Recommendations of the Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta wheat 
pool organization were submitted by 
J. H. Wesson, president of the 


Saskatchewan pool, They included a 
national wheat board to handle the 
entire crop with a susidy to growers 
in times of depression. 

The board would pay an initial and 
interim payments, pay a uniform 
price to all growers, establish overseas 
offices to develop export sales and 
keep the door open for co-operation 


between exporting and _ importing 
countries in dealing with world 
problems, A processing tax of 80 


cents a bushel—netting $12,000,000 a 
year home-consumed wheat— 
would be one means of partially build- 
ing up a subsidy fund, he suggested. 

There must be either the futures 
method of trading or a wheat board 
handling all graip, said Mr. Wesson 
under examination, A board could 
not achieve any more than a wheat 
pool in normal years but he thought 
it would be more effective in ab- 
normal years, No board could alter 
the law of supply and demand, he 
admitted, or stop price competition 
without international agreement, If 
a board were established and the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange closed, 
then the Liverpool market would be 
the major price factor, 

When it was suggested use of the 
futures market by the pools was not 
consistent with their criticisms of 
that method, Mr, Wesson said the 
pools did not use the market because 
they liked it. The Winnipeg futures 
market was used because under the 
circumstances the pool officials be- 
lieved itin the interest of producers, 
He recognized there were farmers 
who preferred to sell their wheat on 
the open market and opposed a com- 
pulsery board.

To Heart Is Bullt 
Building a new pipeline to the 
heart in one of the most delicate of 
all surgical operations was declared 
by Dr. Harold Feil and Dr, Claude 
Beack of Cleveland to have 
brought back to near normal a dozen 
people near death from starvation of 
the heart. 
In an address before the 
can Medical Association at 


Ameri- 

Atlantic 
City the Cleveland surgeons explain- 
ed how they sever a portion of the 
large chest muscle and insert one of 
the free ends into a small slot in the 
pericardium, or outer sac which en- 
closes the heart itself. 

This end of the muscle attaches 
to the heart, they explained, by na- 
tural growth and thus a pipeline is 
established from the blood supply of 
the muscle to the heart. Twenty 
persons in advanced stages of heart 
trouble have had these pipelines 
Stalled, they added, and eight 
within 10 days after operation. 

The remaining 12 were materially 
benefited and five of them returned 
to the jobs they held before the oper- 
ation. Further refinements of tech- | 
nique promised to further reduce the 
number of deaths from the operation, 
Dr. Beack declared.

About Honey 


Colour Is Not A Factor In Honey 
Food Value 

The increased use of honey, as a 
food, for instance, and as a developer 
of energy for athletes, and an ingre- 
dient in home cooking, has not yet 
dispelled many popular fallacies con- 
Contrary to general 
opinion, colour not affect the 
value of honey in any way 
Honey varies in colour, from water- 
white to a very dark brown, accord- 
ing to the kind of flowers from which 
it The difference in

gathered. 
colour is caused by certain sub- 
stances in the nectar of different 


flowers that absorb the rays of light 
in varying degrees. 

The flavours of honey vary just as 
much as its colour, and there 
difficulty in finding a flavour to suit 
the most discriminating taste. Asa 
rule, the lighter the colour of the 
honey, the more delicate is its 
flavour, Therefore, when honey is to 
be substituted for sugar in cooking,
